“It’s not Showgirls, despite what 
you might think. 

“Tt’s a spectacle, it’s beautiful, it’s campy at points. But it’s real. And 
it’s not the kind of burlesque that America has associated with 
stripping. Its roots are in Vaudeville, more ofa funny kind of tease.” 

For Bell, at least, it was the perfect antidote to drab rom-com 
formulas. “The movie is just fabulous, to be described in one word,’ 
she says. “There are so many beautiful costumes, so many amazing 
actors. It was just a lot of fun, and the most dress-up I’ve ever played 
for arole.” 

While beautiful costumes and playing dress-up may not be at the 
top of most guys’ lists, the prospect of seeing Bell, Christina Aguilera 
(in her first major movie role) and Dancing with the Stars hottie 
Julianne Hough in atleast some stages of undress ought to be enough. 

And for the guys who aren’t into that, there’s always Cher, making 
her first screen appearance in seven years as the club’s formidable 
manager, Tess. “I was intimidated at first to be working with all of 
these women, especially to be working with Cher,’ Bell admits. “But I 
was So pleasantly surprised. You very shortly realize that people who 
are asses don’t really work a lot. Ifthey’re continuing in this business, 
they’re probably amazing in movies and they’re probably really nice 
to work with. We had a great time.” 

As you may have guessed, Burlesque is pretty much a musical, 
which should have been right in Bell’s wheelhouse. She got her start 
singing and dancing in school and community theatre productions in 
the Detroit suburbs, and made her Broadway debut as Becky Thatcher 
in The Adventures of Tom Sawyer.

My musical-theatre box steps didn’t 
exactly make the grade. 

“I definitely learned how hard dancing is,’ she adds, “working with 
all of these gorgeous, 110-pound, muscular dancers that are talented 
beyond belief. But they accepted me and were very supportive. I don’t 
have the training that they have, and they were always very conscious 
about helping me when I needed it.’ 

All that behind her, Bell hopes to move away from girly stuff in the 
future. But fighting typecasting isn’t easy when it comes to movies, 
which is why you can often hear her voice on videogames, see her 
in internet comedy shorts and find her in bizarre indie music videos 
such as Yeasayer’s “Madder Red.”

Bell actually credits that show for her popularity among one group 
of guys who can’t be expected to get excited over a woman who narrates 
Gossip Girl: nerds.

“I don’t know how it happened, and I love it,’ she says. “Maybe 
it’s because Veronica Mars had a very intelligent audience that was 
represented at Comic-Con, and we nurtured that. You know, fanboys 
are not stupid, you don’t get a lot by them. Fanboys don’t really see 
romantic comedies; they want twists and turns in the plot, they want 
to think. And they’re into original genres. 

“I don’t know how, being as cookie-cutter in life as I am, I was 
accepted by that crowd. But I am utterly grateful for it.’ 

Cookie-cutter. Is that really how she sees herself? 

“I’m nerdy in the sense that I don’t like to go out and I like to cook,” 
she clarifies. “I guess you could say that I’m pretty Midwestern.”

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Counter to the evidence onscreen, though, 
Ford is a pretty happy man these days. He and 
his long-time companion, actor Calista Flockhart, 
wed earlier this year, and Ford’s third time on the 
marriage-go-round apparently agrees with him. 
He’s in fantastic shape for his age (“I play tennis 
and watch what 1 eat, that’s about it,’ Ford says with 
a shrug). Andifhis forays outside of the action genre 
haven’t been received as well in the new century as 
they once were, at least he’s enjoying the work that 
comes an aging superstar’s way. 

Morning Glory, he insists, was a delight to make 
from start to finish. 

“It’s a script that [Lost creator] J.J. Abrams de- 
veloped with Aline Brosh McKenna, who wrote 
The Devil Wears Prada and 27 Dresses,’ Ford says. 
“It arrived full-grown and all set to play. The director, 
Roger Michell [Notting Hill], who I didn’t know well 
at all, turned out to be one of the great pleasures of 
my career. He’s terrific. And I just had a ball working 
with Rachel McAdams and Diane Keaton [who 
plays his morning show co-host]. 

“Rachel plays the ambitious young executive 
producer whom the story is centred on,’ Ford adds. 
“So, for me, it’s another character part, which is 
what I always wanted to do anyway. But funny, and 
touching. I’m really pleased with it.” 

Next up, Ford returns to the action-fantasy genre

for Jon Favreau’s comic book-based, sci-fi western 
Cowboys & Aliens. Due out next summer, the film 
sounds intriguing in its absurdity. Daniel Craig 
plays an amnesiac who turns up in an Old West 
town, and Ford plays the colonel in charge, who's 
described not just as grumpy, but “iron-fisted” in 
the film’s official synopsis. And then, aliens from 
space arrive. The movie should appeal to a similar 
audience as Ford’s last big hit, 2008’s Indiana Jones 
and the Kingdom of the Crystal Skull, and with 
Favreau at the helm it’ll be more kid-friendly than 
Ford’s recent offerings. Not that his own kids are 
likely to be in the crowd opening weekend. 

“My kids never watch my movies,” says the actor, 
who has four grown children from his previous 
marriages and has adopted Flockhart’s nine-year- 
old son, Liam. “They never did. None of my kids 
have ever shown any particular interest in the mov- 
ies that I do. Liam has no interest in Indiana Jones.” 

Ford, however, still does. He is more than open 
to a fifth Jones pic. Though not, at least according 


to him, because Crystal Skull was his biggest hit 
in years. He speaks about another Indiana Jones 
movie like the character actor he claims to be, fo- 
cusing on how Indy might deal with his new family. 

“I'd love to explore the new relationship with the 
kid, Mutt,” Ford says of Shia Labeouf’s character, 
whom Indy discovered was his son at the end ofthe 
last movie. “And I'd love to see how the Karen Allen 
character might fit into it all. It would be a pure 
pleasure to do it again.” 

Regardless of what happens, and despite the 
characters he’s played lately, Harrison Ford doesn’t 
seem the least bit grouchy about his current place 
in the movie world. 

“I’m not front-page news anymore,’ he acknowl- 
edges. “But I’m as busy as I want to be and I stilllove 
my work. So I’m in good shape. 

“Thank you very much for asking.”

“ eae Sam Worthington is reading a name off his list of interviews. 
| “Tt’s Mathieu, right?” With his thick Australian accent, he struggles 
through the French pronunciation. 

It’s a Saturday morning in late September and the 34-year-old actor 
is in Toronto for Gala Presentations of two of his films at the Toronto 
International Film Festival: The Debt and Last Night, both of which are 
expected to hit theatres in the next year. He looks relaxed in jeans and 
a washed-out, grey Pearl Jam T-shirt. And he insists on pronouncing 
_ myname right before he takes a seat. 

“When I do interviews, I always ask for the name 
of the person in front of me,’ he says. “It’s the 
same thing when people take a picture with 
me. It’s out of consideration for ev- 
eryone else. You know my name, 
now I know your name. So if 
we do a photo, we kind of 
know each other, right? 
Half of the time it

makes things a lot easier, a lot smoother. I should not be any fu-king 
more special than anybody else because of my damn job! It’s silly.’ 

Pretty considerate, for somebody who has a reputation for finding 
interviews excruciating. When I ask whether it’s true that he hates 
talking to journalists, he laughs, then admits: “Yes, I do! Journalists 
are the necessary evil. I have to sell movies, so I sit with you to sell 
movies. It’s not answering the same questions all day long that bothers 
me. I just repeat the same answers over and over. It’s easy! What I find 
ridiculous is to have people asking me about myself. It’s quite funny 
to be honest with you.” 

Before playing a 10-foot-tall blue Na’vi in last year’s Avatar, and a 
Greek god in this year’s Clash of the Titans, before fans were asking 
for pictures, and journalists asking the same questions over and over, 
there was a Sam Worthington who was making a living doing theatre, 
TV and indie films in Sydney, Australia. One early morning in 2006, 
he took a good look at himself in the mirror. He remembers this 
moment clearly. 

Ἵ did not like the person I was seeing. I didn’t know what exactly 
I did not like. If | could have named it, I would have changed it. Even 
now, I don’t know what it was.... I did not like how I felt when I woke 
up. I was pretty successful at acting, but that was not the problem. It 
had fu-king nothing to do with my work. It had to do with my life.’ 

So he sold everything and moved to Los Angeles with two suitcases 
and two grand in cash. Four years later, he’s one of the most in-demand 
actors in Hollywood. And he likes to keep busy. He’s currently shooting 
the crime thriller Man on a Ledge with Amy Adams, and will jump 
back into his armour for Clash of the Titans 2 right after that. 

“I’m working non-stop because I can. I love working. Most people 
work 11 months a year, why shouldn’t I? For many years I was unem- 
ployed. I sat on my butt for 12 months wishing I had a job. Now have 
the opportunity to work, so I work,” he explains. CONTINUED 
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» He had his first long break since moving to L.A. 
earlier this year. “T did not like it. Inever want to stop 
working. Usually, when you go to different places, 
do different things and meet different people, it’s 
considered a holiday. That’s my fu-king job!” 

Expect to see a very different Worthington on 
screen in 2011 — neither in 3D nor as an action 
hero. In the political thriller The Debt, which was 
directed by John Madden and is awaiting a release 
date, he plays one of three Israeli Mossad agents as- 
signed to kidnap a Nazi war criminal in East Berlin, 
circa 1965. When things don’t go as planned, they’re 
left to fabricate a story and live with their lies de- 
cades later. “I think we all have little demons that 
we're holding in. I certainly have some,’ he says. 

He had to explore some of his demons for the 
upcoming marital melodrama Last Night by first- 
time filmmaker Massy Tadjedin. Worthington and 
Keira Knightley play a well-to-do couple whose 
fidelity is tested over the course of one long night, 
during which he spends time with an attractive 
co-worker (Eva Mendes) while on a business trip 
in Philadelphia and she encounters a former flame 
(Guillaume Canet) on the streets of New York. 

“I was just coming out of a relationship [with 
Australian actress Maeve Dermody. He’s now dating 
stylist Natalie Mark]. I could see myself in every one 
of the characters. I’ve been every single one of them. 
I’ve been the guy who has been complaisant in a 
relationship. I’ve been the one who tries to lure the 
girl away from the other guy. I’ve been the tempter 
and the tempted. And I’m still the four of them!” 

For Worthington, one new thing about these 
films was the pace of shooting: “Everything was 
done in eight weeks. I’m used to spending at least 
six months on set. It was too short for me,’ says the 
actor who spent a year on the set of Avatar, a film 
that cost more than $200-million (U.S.) to make but 
made more than $2.7-billion worldwide. 
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“When you're in a movie like Avatar, when you 
look at the figures that this movie made, and you 
divide that by 12 bucks a ticket, you start to under- 
stand how many people have seen your ugly head, 
you start to lose your anonymity, it’s weird,’ he 
says. But not weird enough to dampen his excite- 
ment about shooting the sequel. 

“I phoned James [Cameron] on his birthday. 
He told me he’s writing up the Avatar book, novel, 
or encyclopedia, or bible, whatever he’s calling it. 
When he finishes it, he will be in a good headspace 
to give it a run for the second one.” 

And Worthington will drop everything to work 
with the director again. “Always,” he says. “This guy 
saved my life. I have no idea why this guy believed 
in me so much. Nowhe’s my mate.” 

Worthington feels much better about the guy he 
sees in the mirror these days. “But there is a chance 
that, one day, I will wake up again and look at myself 
in the mirror and not like the guy that I’m seeing. It’s 
the constant battle that I have, anyway. It scares me.” 

The interview comes to an end. “It’s Mathieu? 
This time I pronounced it right? You're hilarious, 
dude. I can’t believe you asked me why I hate 
journalists,’ says the actor, picking up his interview 
list, ready to welcome the next journalist.

You play a drunk?

Is the fourth Pirates done? 

“No, we’re midway through, and the convenience of scheduling 
means that they’re all filming in Los Angeles on scenes that I’m not 
involved in, allowing me to do this. I’ve been commuting back and 
forth between Hawaii and Australia.’ 


How does the fourth movie relate to the original trilogy? 

“It’s a fresh story. Although, there’s a teaser at the end of the last film 
about going to find the Fountain of Youth. They have sourced [the 
plot] from a novel called On Stranger Tides, which I have not read, 
because the writers of the screenplay have provided my document. 
The film script, you know, that’s what we’ll be working on.” 


Disney’s head of production said this Pirates will be scaled 
down, that they want it to be on a more human level. 

“Because of the financial crisis, you know, Disney — America — is 
kind of pulling its belt in, but they don’t seem to be reigning in imagi- 
nation, because the film has got new piratical themes in it. I thought 
by the time they’d done monsters and gods and swashbuckling and 
curses and all of that I thought, well, what’s left? But they’ve got mer- 
maids in this one and the mermaid stuff is going to be amazing, you 
know. They’ve got Blackbeard, [who] was an authentic pirate of the 
period. And wily Barbossa, without giving away too much, is a survivor, 
and there’s a change [laughs].”

hen Does Brad Pitt sleep? 

When he’s not starring in, or producing, movies — he’s got 27 
reported projects on his docket — he’s spending time with partner 
Angelina Jolie, helping care for their six young kids, or he’s sitting 
behind a desk designing eco-friendly homes, or he’s touring the 
globe on humanitarian missions. 

And this is no longer the golden-haired young man whose 
beauty blinded viewers in films such as A River Runs Through It, 
Legends of The Fall or Troy; Pitt turns 47 next month, rapidly edging 
toward the half-century mark. 

It seems Brad Pitt believes sleep is overrated. 

Looking closely at his career, and life, we see he’s always been a 
restless soul, searching for ways to escape anything that resembles 
a set plan. 

In this month’s Megamind he voices his second animated 
character, Metro Man (he was Sinbad in 2003’s Sinbad: Legend of 
the Seven Seas), playing third string to Will Ferrell and Tina Fey.

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» Earth’s most sought-after stars, but that’s Pitt. Perhaps he did this 
one so his kids could finally watch one his films — copies of Se7en, 
Fight Club and Inglourious Basterds probably aren’t mixed in with the 
stacks of Dora the Explorer DVDs at home. 

And don’t think that Pitt took the job lightly, Megamind director 
Tom McGrath told MovieJungle.com that the actor threw himself 
into the role. “When he came in to do this part, he was so physical with 
it that we couldn’t even contain him behind a stand. I had to give him 
a handheld mic.... [Then] he was able to just walk around the whole 
stage and really get into the whole character. Because of the physical- 
ity, you can really feel it in the film, in his voice.” 

Pitt’s need to break constraints is what brought him to Hollywood 
in the first place. 

Growing up Baptist in a conservative Missouri family, Pitt did what 
was expected of him; attended church, played sports in high school, 
went to college (studying journalism and advertising), until one day 
his true spirit simply broke through. 

“Tt was literally two weeks before graduation,” he told Newsweek’s 
2007 Oscar Roundtable. “I saw everyone signing up to go do their jobs 
and I realized I had a love for films, and I always kind of lamented 
that I didn’t have the opportunity, and it just hit me, literally, one 
night — I'll go doit. Iwas 22. So I did two weeks of work, made a couple 
of hundred bucks, loaded up the car and moved to Beverly Hills, 
actually Burbank. I was doing extra work within a week” 

It took 14 minutes of screen time in 1991’s Thelma and Louise 
(and those xylophone abs) to kick-start his career. But the looks that 
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launched a career also weighed on him. While promoting Meet Joe 
Black, Pitt told Esquire UK, “The way people focus on my looks, I feel 
like a girl walking past construction workers.” 

It was after making 1992’s A River Runs Through It that Pitt realized 
he couldn't be the pinup Hollywood wanted him to be. At 27, and on 
the verge of stardom, Pitt took off for Amsterdam for three months to 
re-examine his career. 

“Irented alittle basement apartment on the canal, and that was the 
extent ofit: a bike, a Walkman, and three couch cushions to sleep on,’ 
he told GQ magazine in 2005. “Then I came back and did Kalifornia 
and True Romance-’ 

Breaking the hearts of swooning fans and teen-magazine editors, 
Pitt actively sought out roles that encouraged him to mar his beauty 
— Kalifornia, True Romance, Snatch, 12 Monkeys — supporting the 
plea he was really a character actor trapped in a leading man’s body. 

And then, in the late 90s, the need to create things rather than 
characters took hold of Brad Pitt. Architecture, not acting, started to 
fuel his imagination. 

You can trace Pitt’s interest in architecture back to 1999, when 
he helped his father develop a building site in his hometown of 
Springfield, Missouri. By 2000 he was busy redesigning the 1910 
Arts and Crafts mansion he bought with his then wife, Jennifer Aniston. 
(“I’m interested in ways to make minimalism seem warm,” he told 
Esquire UK in 2000.) 

He apprenticed in architect Frank Gehry’s office, helping Gehry 
design a seaside complex in East Sussex, Britain. And in 2006 he 


created his Make It Right Foundation, which designs and builds eco- 
friendly homes in New Orleans’ Katrina-devastated Ninth Ward. 

Pitt credits his interests outside of moviemaking for enriching his 
film career. 

“ think when I started I had this idea that the films I did defined 
me in some way,’ he told the Oscar Roundtable, “and I don’t feel that 
way anymore. I mean I’m a father now and there are other things that 
are very important to me, and funny enough, I love films more than 
I ever have. 

“What it came down to for me, was this idea that I had this real 
quest to live my own interesting life, and at the end of the day the 
films will be what they are. My personal life will be bigger than that,

and consequently, forme, my work’s gotten better ’cause there’s been 
a real ease to the approach of it and I have more respect for it, and I 
enjoy it more. It’s a paradox for me.’ 

He calls it a paradox, we call it Brad Pitt’s gift; his ability to make us 
look beyond the handsome, All-American features to see a work-in- 
progress. Unable to sit comfortably at the head of Hollywood's table 
of leading men, Pitt is at his best when he turns his back on everyone’s 
expectations and follows his own path. The irony is that we may start 
to see even more of him on screen the busier he becomes off screen, 
and that can only be a good thing.

If You Acquired a Gillette M3Power Razor 
between May 1, 2004 and October 31, 2005 


You may Be Entitled to Benefits From a Class Action Settlement 


There 15 a proposed settlement with The Gillette Company in a class action lawsuit, Jn re 
M3Power Razor System Marketing & Sales Practices Litigation. 


What is the Class Action Lawsuit About? 


The lawsuit challenges the accuracy of Gillette’s advertisements for the M3Power Razor 
(“M3P”’). Plaintiffs claim Gillette’s advertisements that the M3P “raises or stimulates hair 
up and away from the skin” were false and misleading and violated consumer-related laws 
in the USA and Canada. In mid-2005, Gillette deleted those representations from its ads. 
Gillette denies all the allegations but has agreed to the proposed settlement to resolve this 
class action. 


Who Is A Class Member? 


Settlement Class Members include all persons in the USA or Canada who obtained an 
M3P in the USA between May 1, 2004 and September 30, 2005, or in Canada between 
May 1, 2004 and October 31, 2005. Persons who purchased the M3P for re-sale are 
excluded from the Class. 


What Does The Proposed Settlement Provide? 


Gillette has agreed to make $7,500,000 available to a Settlement Fund. The fund will be 
used to provide Settlement Class Members who submit a valid, timely claim with either 
a refund (a minimum of $13 US or $16.25 Canadian, depending on the place of purchase) 
for their M3P, or up to two $5 US rebates (up to a total of $10 US, or the equivalent in 
Canadian dollars) for any M3Power blades and/or any Fusion or Fusion ProGlide razor 
purchased before May 2, 2011, or a new Gillette manual men’s razor as a replacement, 
and other relief. 


Claims are limited to one per person and three per household. If claims exceed the 
amount available for settlement benefits, claimants for replacement razors will not receive 
a benefit and the refunds and rebates will be reduced pro-rata. If claims do not exceed the 
amount available for settlement benefits, class members may receive additional benefits. 


Who Represents Me? 


The U.S. District Court for the District of Massachusetts has appointed Ben Barnow, 
Barnow and Associates, P.C. and Robert M. Rothman, Robbins Geller Rudman & Dowd 
LLP as Settlement Class Counsel. Subject to Court approval, Gillette will pay fees, costs, 
and expenses of Settlement Class Counsel, as well as incentive awards to the individual 
plaintiffs who brought the lawsuit. These amounts will not be deducted from the settlement 
fund. You may hire your own attorney, if you wish, at your own expense. 


What Are My Legal Rights? 


If you do not want to be legally bound by the proposed settlement, you must exclude 
yourself in writing, postmarked by March 4, 2011, and sent to the Settlement Administrator 
at the address below. If you stay in the Settlement Class, you may file a claim. Your claim 
must be postmarked by May 2, 2011. You may object to any aspect of the proposed 
settlement. Your written objection must be postmarked by March 4, 2011. You also may 
request in writing to appear at the Final Fairness Hearing. The Court will hold a Fairness 
Hearing on March 25, 2011 at 2:00 p.m. to consider whether the proposed settlement is 
fair, reasonable, and adequate and the motion for attorneys’ fees, costs, and expenses. If 
objections have been received, the Court will consider them at this time.
